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.. 2. Becauſe the Varters to be conſidered, being barely of Human Conſtirution, iq, 
The Liturgy, and Ceremonies of the Church of England, which had their cſtabliſhmenc 
from King, Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons afſcmbledgo Parliament, 
there can be no reaſon, why the Commiſſioners for altering any thing in that Civil Con- 
ſtiturion, ſhould corf:ſt only of Men of one fort of them; unleſs it be ſuppoſed that Hu» 
man Reaſon is to Le quirred in this Aﬀair, and the Inſpiration of Spiritual Men to be 
alone depended on, 

3. Becauſe tho upon Romiſt-Prirciples the Clergy may hav a Title alone to meddle 
in marttcrs of Religion, yet with us they cannot, where the Church is acknowledged and

7. Becauſe ſuch a rcſtrain'd Commuſſion lies liable to this great ObjeAion, That jr 
might be made uſe of to clude —_ Promiſes, and the preſert general ExpeRation 
of Compliarce with tender Cenſciences, when the providing for it 1s: taken our of rhe 
Ordinary Courſe of Parliament, to be put into the Hands of thoſe alone, who were lateſt © 
inadmirtting any need of ir,- and who may be thought to be the more unfit ro be the ſole 
Compoſers of our Differences, when they are look'd upon by ſome as Parties. 

Lafily, Becauſe after all, this carries a dar.gerous Suppoſitico along with it, as if the 


 Laity were nora part of the Church, ror had any Power to meddle in matters of Reli- 


gion, a SuppoſitiondireRtly oppoſite to the Conſtirution both of Church and State 
which will make ax Alrerations utterly impoſſible, unleſs che Ckrgy alone be allowed 
ro have Power to make Laws in matters of Religion, ſince what 1s eſtabliſhed by Law, 
cahnot be taken away or chang'd but by conſent of Lay-men in Parliament, the Clergy 
themſclyes having no Authority to medle in this very caſe in which the Laity is excluded 
by chis Vote, but what they derive from Lay-Hands. .
